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at 4 Leagues difiance Of which I intend you more particu- 
lar s'hereafter. 

Among them are expe&ed the Length of thefe Tclefeopes , 
and the Largeftefs of the Aperture of their ObySt-glafes. In 
the mean time, the Parabolical-glajfes , formerly mentioned 
to be in hand here at London , are finifliing with all pofllbie 
care and ipduftry. 

A Further Relation of the Whale-fiflung about the 
Bermudas., and on the Coafl of New-England and 
New-Netherland, 

The fame PerfoD, that communicated the particulars a- 
bout the new Whale-fifhing near the Bermudas, mentioned 
in the firft of thefe Tra8s , gives this further Information , 
That there have been fincc taken by order of the Bermudas 
Company, fixteen of thofc Whales, the Oyle whereof, to 
the quantity of 50 or do Tuns arrived in Ireland at Limrich^, 
Lome few months agoe. 

He adds, that about two years fince, there flranded upon 
the Coafl: ofNcv-Engltwd a dead Whale, of that fort, which 
they call Trumpo , having Teeth refembling thofe of a Mill, 
and its mouth at a good diftance from, and under the Nofe 
or Trunk , and feveral boxes or partitions in the Nofe, like 
thofe of the Tailes inLobftersj and that that being open’d 
there run out of it a thin oily fubftance, which would candy 
Sn time 5 after which, the remainder , being a thick fatty 
fubflance, was taken out of the fame part, with afcoope. 
And this fubftance he affirmed to be the Spermi Ceti 3 ad- 
dingfurther, that the Blubber, as they callit, it fclf, ofthe 
fame fort of Whales, when ffewed, yields on the top a crea¬ 
my fubftance, which taken off, and thrown upon white 
'Vvjine , lets fall a dirty heterogeneous fediment, but what 
remains aloft, affords a sperma-Ceti» like matter*

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He concluded his relation with observing,that thefc whale* 
Were to be met with,betWeen the Coaft of JVerc+England^znd 
Her? Netherland 3 where they might be caught tighter nine 
tnontfes in the year, whereas thereabout the Bermudas are to 
be found there only in the hionths of February a March and 
April. 

Concerning the death of the Whale, which hath been re¬ 
lated to have ftranded upon Nerp-England 3 it is not very im* 
probable, but, £ that Fi(h having alfo more than one Ene¬ 
my, whereof a final] Fife called the Treffier , is one, who, by 
Mr. Terry's Relation in his Eajt-Indian Voyage , with his 
nimblenefs vexes him as much , as a Bee does a great Beaft 
on the land, and a certain horny Fife another, who runs its 
horn into the Whal’s belly ) it may have been kill'd by the 
latter of thefe twoj which kind of Fife is known, fometimes 
to run its horn into Ships { perhaps taking them for Whales) 
and there fnapping it afunderj ashaphednot longfince to ati 
Englife Veffelinthe Weft-Indian Seasj the broken piece of 
that Horn being by the Matter of that feip prefented tOthe 
King 5 and now kept in His Majetties Repofitory: the like 
wherof befel.a French VcfTel, failing towards the Eafl-ln - 
diesf according to the Relation, made byMonfieur Theve* 
not in firs fecond Tome of Curious Voyages.
